roared over the long, straight, oli soaked 
stretches at a speed often of 100 miles an 
hour. At this terrific pace, blur and roar 
after blur and roar, they flashed between 
solid walis of humanity that lined the course. 

Of these three cars, one of French make, 


nate, completed the distance in the incredible 
time of 290 minutes 10% seconds, a speed of 
more than a mile a minute for every inch of 
the 287 miles, and won the coup. 

That wags the record of the race. 


Two Killed, Three Dying, at the End. 

The record of its cost in lives is two men 
killed outright, a man, a woman, and a 
boy maimed so that they cannot live, and 
scores more crushed and injured. It was

Elliott Shepard Takes Another Life. 


Billott F. Shepard, 
Vanderbilt, put the second fatality to his 
record as an - automobile driver when, on 
the sixth lap of the race his ear struck 
and instantly killed Kurt L. Bruner of Pas- 
saic, N. J. The accident was due to Bruner’s 
disregard of the rules requiring spectatora 
to keep off the course. 

Hundreds of spectators saw the Uramatic 
death of Bruner, his body, flying through 
the air for forty feet, landing in the crowd 
and striking a woman, knocking her down. 
Young Sifepard's first fatal accident occurred 
in France over a year ago, when he ran 
down and killed a little girl. He was sen- 
tenced to serve three months imprisonment, 
but was let off on payment of a fine and 
damages to the girl's family. 

Tire trouble had put Shepard well back in 
the race at the start, but he was rapidly 
gaining ground when the race was half 
over. On his sixth lap he let out his ma-

_,. Spectators Crowd Into Course.

Mob Formed During Night. 

‘A committee of sixty men left’ Mobile on 
the Southern railroad at 5 o'clock this morn- 
ing to meet Sheriff Powers and his prisoners. 
The committee expected to meet the sheriff 
and his prisoners about thirty miles north 
of ‘Mobile. 

When the train reached the town of 
Mount Vernon eight men wearing white 
masks got on board. Five of them covered 
Sherif!’ Powers and Deputy Charles Green 
with revolvers and told them that they had 
come for the prisoners. The revolvers of the 
sheriff and deputy were then taken from 
them, The conductor Was ordered to move 
all the passengers in the first class coach 
to the rear seats, as more of the crowd were 
going to get on at Platsau. The conductor 
complied with the order and some of the 
passengers Were also placed in the sleeper. 


Mob Captures the Train. 

When the train reachen Creole, fifteen miles 
from Mobile, a arge number of men wearing 
masks and one of thet carrying a bag which 
contained straps and ropes, came on board 
ané@ were given their ordérs. 

“At Pritchard's station the masked men, 
with the prisoners closely guarded, got off 
the train and started down the road. About 
100 yards from the tree on which the hanging 
took place the cry was given to “ hurry,” 
ané the mob and prisoners broke into a run. 
After running twenty-five yerds a big oak 
tree was reached and the Mob stopped and 
ropes were produced. 

While the negroes were being hanged strict 
orders from the leader rang out: “* Boys, do 
not fire a shot. (We are catrying out the will 
of the people.”

RESENT ATTACKS IN. PAPER. 


Sons of Eminent Subjects Reply to 
Editor of Chicago Scandia. 


Two young men, sons of eminent citizens 
of Norway, gave Anton B. Lange, editor 
of Scandia, a weekly Norwegian newspaper, 
published in Chicago, a severe beating yes- 
terday. 

The assailants, who felt they were admin- 

istering punishment for libels on their repu- 
tations, expressed satisfaction with their job 
and readily submitted to arrest. Lange was 
beaten with a heavy cane, which was broken 
into bits from the blows rained upon his head 
and back, and his eyes were blackened. 
‘The men who ‘attacked him are Erling 
Bijérnson, son of Bjirnstjerne Bjérnson, the 
“ grand old man of Norway,” and Gustav E. 
Reimers, son of Associate Justice Reimers of 
the Norwegian Supreme court. 
* The beating of the editor was the climax of 
a series of attacks madé ‘on Bjirnson and 
Reimers since their arrival in the United 
States, early last spring. In his paper, Lange 
printed several editorials in which he de- 
clared Bjérnson was a “ good for nothing” 
and that Reirnerse was no better. 


Ignore Attacks at First. 

Bjirnson, who js an agriculturist, and Is 
in America lecturing and studying American 
methods of agriculture, at firet paid no atten- 
tion to Lange's attacks. Reimers, who is 
Bj6rnson’s manager, also considered the 
matter beneath notice until they reached 
South Dakota. , 

There they obtained a copy of Scandia in 
which was printed during last April a etory 
to the effect that Bjérnson and Reimers had 
attempted to attack a hotel chambermaid at 
Belgrade, Minn. This story, according to 
both men, is false. On reading it they Ge- 
termined to whip Lange the monient they 
reached Chicago. 

After traveling through the northwest, 
going as far north ae Alaska, the Norse vis- 
stores returned to.

“To furnish what is required will call for 
the investment of many hundreds of millions 
of dollars to be furnished from the’ savings 
of people of all classes, and without them 
the whole business of the country must 
suffer. 

* Money invested in railways expects a fair 
return on the investment and it also expects 
the ,same measure of protection: before the 
law that is accorded to other property. No 
eity, state, or nation can ever build up a 
great commercial growth based ‘upon a 
foundation theory that one of its most fm- 
portant servants shall render service at a loss 
or under unreasonable conditions. Such a 
growth cannot endure. The railways must 
be made to do their whole duty to the public 
and should prosper with the people or the re- 
sult will be that both will suffer. 


Quotes Professor’s Words. 


Y The outlook for the future has- been 
; summed up with rare accuracy and force by 
a writer and thinker of the first rank to whom 
I havealready referred, the late Prof. Shaler, 
in these words: 

“* As the population becomes dense there 
will soon appear the danger of poverty and 
misery that are apt to accompany a crowded 
civilization. The enormous pressure of 
masses of people seem to crush out the hope 
and energy and prosperity of a large propor- 
tion of them; and the great problem of mod-

Nowhere else 
is there more energy or more courage to join 
with great issues that promise success.

“Coming from India, where the iInhabi- 
tants sleep most of the time, Kipling spent 
one day amid the rush and roar of our busy 
city and felt justified in describing us as a 
hoard of savages, with no thought or aspira- 
tion higher than the material.

“The newspapers of rival towns have 
painted the city in such colors that many of 
their readers are actually afraid to visit Chi- 
cago, While even our own newspapers seldom 
stand up for the city in which or on which 
they thrive. 

“Now, whatever the casual visitor may 
say of, Chicago, we who live here and know 
its people and its institutions deny that Chi- 
cago has any preéminence in wickedness over 
other large cities, and we deny that the.al- 
mighty. dollar is any more devoutly wor- 
shiped here than it is in New England, or in 
old England, to say nothing of Scotland. 
Our churches are as earnest, our schools are 
as competent, our philanthropies as wide, 
our public spirited citizens as numerous here 
as the average of any city of this or any 
other country.”’ 


Still Room for Improvement. 


Mr. Forgan admitted that there was room 
for improvement—for the efforts of churches, | 
philanthropic enterprises, art institutes, our 
altruistic clubs, our reform movements. 

“ As a basis for all of these,” said he, “ we 
have the Chicago Commercial association, a 
purely business organization, to help us earn 
the money without which none of these un- 
dertakings can accomplish much.’ 

He said the association stood for law and 
order, because anarchy interfered with 
business, and continued: “ We are frankly 
and avowedly steeped in ‘commercialism ’ 
and are notashamed. Do not misunderstand 
me. We believe in all the higher things of 
life—but swe believe that neither art nor 
science, neither literature nor religion has 

ever flourished except as the higher results. 
of material wealth. 

‘Many of our members are leaders in re- 
gious and philanthropic work, but in this 
association we stand together for the ad- 
vancement of the material interests of our 
great city.”’ 

Mr. Forgan told what the association, with 
its 1,200 members, was doing or had accom- 
plished in booming the market of the middle 
west by advertising Chicago, improving 
freight terminal facilities; investigating the 
stockyards, “to allay excitement and re- 
move absurd fears,’’ alding San Francisco, 
and pushing along the deep water way proj- 
ect.

city hall. 

“Upon occasions of this kind,” said the 
mayor, “ it is well that we should turn to the 
year that has passed to ascertain what has 
been the city’s civic history, and in doing eo 
tonight I think we can truly congratulate 
|, Ourselves. Let me call your. attention brief- 
ly to a few facts and figures. 

“The record made by the department of 
police during the last year has been a notable 
one. 


Health Department’s Achievements, 


“The department of health also has made 
great progress. On Avg. 7, 1905, within a 
few weeks after assuming charge of this 
department, the present commissioner of 
health, Dr. Charlies J. Whalen, pe&stab- 
lished a-department of inspection at the 
Union stockyards and urged greater activity 
and thoroughness in the inspection of. al} 
kinds of food supplies, especially in retail 
stores and markets. 

’ As the result of this order an aggregate 
of upwards of 3,487,000 pounds of foods ‘ unfit 

r human consumption” and having a retail! 
value of nearly $300,000 was condemned and 
destroyed, 

* The total amount of foodstuffs condemned 


pand destroyed by the health department dur- 


ing the first eight months of the year 1906 
showed an. increase of 584.4 per cent, 

“In the division of contagious diseases the 
notification of the existence of such diseases 
has been increased two-thirds, thus enabling 
the bureau of disinfection to nearly double 
the volume ofits work. 

“The use of the free public baths has in- 
creased 26.7 per cent—from 472,728 in the year 
1905 period to 599,077 in the 1906 period. 


Praises Building Commissioner. 


“ Under the commissioner of buildings. the 
law has been honestly and rigidly enforced 

and during the year great work has been 
accomplished by this department. During 
1906 the department inspected 68,406 butid- 
ings, an increase of 19,862 over 1905. 

“ Strenuous efforts have been made by 
this administration to abate the smoke 
nuisance. Upon entering office as mayor I 
found the city reeking with the grime of soot 
and smoke and I found an ordinance in the 
code which was practically worthless. 1 
promptly sent a communication to the coun- 
cil pointing out the defects of the ordinance 
and recommending that an efficient ordinance 
be p . After considerable delay in the 
council I succeeded in having a new smoke 
ordinance passed. The ordinance is now in 
effect and is being rigidly enforced. 

“The same energy and vigor have been 
displayed in the department of weights and 
measures.’ 


Regarding Future Problems. 


Mr. Dunne said of future problems: 

‘My messages, recommending an investi- 
gation into the subjects of what is a rea- 
sonable rate for both gas and electric light, 
have been referred to the committee on gas, 
oll, and electric light, and I expect that 
prompt action will be taken thereon. —

Titles clouded by destruction of records, 
Bhortage in labor supply and unstable condi- 
tions; wages rule from $2 to $8 a day. 
Searcity and high prices of building material. 


Relief Committee’s Achievements. 

Of the work of the relief committee Mr. 
Bicknell said: 

* The total contributions for the relief fund 
from all over the world have amounted to 
about $9,000,000. In addition to this is the 
appropriation of $2,500,000 by congress, mak- 
ing the entire relief fund about $11,500,000. 
Of this amount about $6,000,000 has been ex- 
pended, leaving unexpended about $5,500,000. 
| The money which remains will be used to pay 
for the 4,500 cottages which I have men- 
tioned, to support the aged and infirm and 
sick until the or@inary agencies of the com- 
munity can assume the burden, and to re- 
habilitate in homes and in business those 
whose resources are so crippled that they 
cannot rehabilitate themselves, 

“ The rehabilitation committee already has 
expended about $750,000 in this work, and 
will require probably $1,000,000 more before 
its work is completed. Possibly $500,000 will 
be set aside fot the restoration and assistance 
of the most useful and necessary charitable 
institutions. 


Chicago’s Great Share. 

“It is a source of great satisfaction to 
me, as your commissioner, to know that of 
the great sum contributed for relief from 
the whole world, Chicago gave about one- 
tenth, and itis a pleasure to be able to tell 
you that the supplies which you purchased 
and rushed forward were of a character and 
quality which gave the greatest satisfac- 
tion and were the subject of many favorable 
comments. 

“The people said: ‘Chicago has been 
through it itself. It knows what we need,’ 
and the finance committee in charge of the 
relief funds, by formal action, requested the 
Chicago relief fund committee to hold its 
funds and buy supple@ here in this great 
market, while it requested every other city 
in the United States to send on the cash. 

“Some mistakes have been made in the 
work of relief; some petty grafting has 
found foothold; some unnecessary delays 
have occurred in the distribution of relief. 
These things, given out to the press in ex- 
aggerated form, at times have sought to 
overshadow the great, quiet work of relief 
which went steadily on, but after these 
petty things are forgotten, the gigantic task 
which hks been accomplished will stand 
forth tn its true proportions.”’ 


Speech of Congressman Foss. 
“The Conquest of the Pacific” was the 
subject of Congressman Foss’ address. Part 
of his speech follows: 
“A gstartling feature of our foreign com- 
merce during the last ten years has been our 


While our exports te Europe during the last 
ten years show an increase of 78 per cent, 


has been 282 per cent. This shows the trend 
of commercial development for the coming 
century. The markets of Europe have been 
well taken up and divided by the different na- 
tions of the world, but the oriental market is 
just now opening up under the advancing 
rays of civilization. 

Mr. Foss then sketched the events of the 
last eight years, and said: 

“The American merchant must cultivate 
cordial relations with the east. He must 
make the goods fit the trade, and not wait 
until the trade fits the goods. 

‘“ Toward this the government can do some- 
thing. It must maintain an efficient feet 
for the protection of our growing commerce, 
Second, it must rejuvenate the American 
merchant marine. We are paying other 
countries millions of dollars every year to 
carry our own goods, which we ought to 
carry in our own ships, under our own flag. 
Third, the government must establish a con- 
sular service based upon efficiency and 
merit. Fourth, the government can give en- 
couragement to the establishment of an in- 
ternational bank. I know of no institution 
that will be able to influence and direct 
business in the far east so much as an 
American internationa! bank.”’

BOY 15 KILLED BY AUTO 


TWELVE YEAR OLD HERBERT 
HUNT RUN DOWN ON WEST SIDE 


Driver of the Machine, F. W. Richey, 
Is Arrested After Making Thrill- 
ing Run with Dying Victim to the 
County Hospital—Mother Is Over- 
comée When She Finds Body at End 
of a Long Search—Clerk in Crimi- 
mal Court Another Victim. 


While returning from am errand tor his 
mother, Herbert Hunt, 12 years old, 494 West 
Adams street, was struck by an automobile 
last evening and suffered injuries from which 
he died later at the County hospital. The 
accident occurred at West Madison and 
Laflin streets.

Risks Life to Save Boy’s. 


In a wild ride through the streets with the 
boy in the arms of Palmer and his wife, Mr. 
Richey defied policemen, Pedestrians, and 
others who shouted to him to stop. In his 
effort to reach the hospital in time to save 
the boy’s life Richey risked his own and the 
lives of those in the machine. 

Meanwhile the druggist had telephoned the 
hospital, and preparations had been made to 
receive the boy. Hardly had he been placed 
on the operating table when he died. His 
mother waited three hours for him to return 
home. She visited the grocery at 496 West 
Madison street and learned that her son had 
left some time before... Inquiry at the police 
station led to the information that a boy an- 
swering the description of her son had been 
taken to the hospital.

RAILWAY TO BUILD 
$20,000,000 DEPOT 


(Continaed from first page.) 


Lake street elevated, which it will be neces- 
sary to raise a few feet higher at this point. 

One of the princi ae cue of the reor- 
ganization of the cepee Hities will-be the 
absolute separation of passenger from freight 
traffic in the terminals: The company will 
construct two new routes of three tracks 
each leading from the north end of the sta- 
tion. At Jefferson street and Austin avenue 
the routes will diverge, one running in a 
northwesterly direction and joining the main 
line at Cornell and May streets and the other 
running directly west along Austin avenue 
to the main line at Ada street. The north- 
westerly route will be devoted exclusively to 
passenger trains on the Milwaukee and the 
Wisconsin divisions. The westerly route 
will carry passenger trains from the Omaha, 
or Galena, division. 


Wells Street Depot for Freight. 
The present tracks which these routes will 
parallel will be given over entirely to freight 


traffic, and the Wells street station will be 


employed as a freight depot exclusively. 

On each of the two new routes the through 
traffic will be conducted separately from the 
suburban service. 

The new station will have a capacity of 
several trains a minute, whereas the pres- 
ent station «an handle only one train every 
two minutes. In area the new station will be 
larger than the La Salle station, and in ca- 
pacity for business is expected to equal the 
facilities of the Boston South station, the 
greatest single center of traffic im this coun- 
try. 

It became evident to President Marvin 
Hughitt of the Northwestern several years 
ago that the rapid growth of Chicago, the 
development of the continguous territory, 
and the increase in transcontinental traffic 
speedily would make it necessary to enlarge 
the depot and terminal facilities fn this city. 
With its station and yards located on a piece 
of ground shaped like a fiat iron and ter- 
minating with a drawbridge at its point !t 
was clear that the Northwestern must finda 
more extensive entrance to the city if it was 
to meet the demands of its increasing busi- 
ness. 


Plans Made by J. F. Wallace. 

Impressed with these ideas, Mr. Hughitt 
five years ago, without taking anybody, not 
even other officials of the road, into hie 
confidence, began to make the plans which 
are now being carried out. After having 
carefully considered the conditions with 
which he had to deal, he about eighteen 
months ago employed John F. Wallace, for- 
mer chief engineer of the Panama canal, 
as consulting engineer, and since then Mr. 
Wallace has been constantly engaged in 
working out the details. So secret were 
President Hughitt’s purposes kept that only 
within the last, year have his subordinates, 
begun to realize the drift of the statements 
and estimates of various kinds which he 
has been having them lay before him. 

Many plans were worked out, and after 
investigation rejected before the present ones 
were finally accepted as best adapted to 
meet all the possibilities and probabilities of 
the future. 


Sites for Manufacturing. 

Between the present tracks of the Omaha 
line and the new ones which it is proposed 
to construct on the south side of Austin ave- 
nue and parallel to it there is a strip of ground 
a block wide and about thirteen blocks long. 
The Northwestern has purchased a large 
part, although not all of it. Situated as it 
will be between railroad tracks it will be 
rendered practically useless for any except 
manufacturing and wholesale purposes, while 
its value for these purposes not only will not 
be impaired, but will be greatly increased. 
The same is true of the still larger strip of 
ground between the present tracks of the 
Wisconsin and Milwaukee lines and the new 
ones which it is proposed to construct. 

The two districts in Question already are 
large manufacturing and wholesale sections. 
In fact, the Northwestern probably has more 
institutions of this kind on its tracks in Chi- 
cago than any other line. The construction 
of the new terminals is expected to have the 
effect ot greatly stimulating the growth of 
the manufacturing and wholesale business in 
these sections. Northwestern officials will, 


nitely stated now. as much of it will have 
to be acquired by condemnation proceeaings, 
rb real estate brokers estimate it at $7,500,- 


It is understood that along the Austin ave- 
nue right of way upwards of $1,000,000 has 
already been expended and the additional 
property to be acquired by condemnation 
is likely, it is thought, to cost $600,000. 

Less land has been acquired, it is under- 
stood, along the other right of way running 
from Austin avenue and Desplaines street 
to the Wisconsin division main line near 
Histon avenue, but it is thought that its final 
acquirement will necessitate the expenditure 
of at least $1,500,000 and possibly more. 


Leaves $4,500,000 for Depot Site. 

This will leave about $4,500,000 for the 
station site and the additional property to 
the north extending to Fulton street. Just 
how much of this property has been acquired 
is not known, as but few deeds have yet 
been filed for record, but it is understood 
that a large part of it has been secured. 

The operatione of the road have been de- 
layed and additional cost has been imposed 
upon it, it Is said, in the acquirement of all 
the property by the operations of some real 
estate brokers who secured many options 
on property with the view of profiting at‘ the 
road's expense. In mary instances, however, 
it is said, these men have demanded prices 
the road would not pay, and unless they re- 
@uce their demands it ts said the properties 
will be acquired by condemnation. 


Stensland Broker for the Road. 

Of interest is the statement that Pau! O. 
Stensland bought for brokers employed by 
the road about $250,000 worth of property 
along Austin avenue, the greater part of 
which money, it is said, subsequently went 
into the Milwaukee Avenue bank. Stensland 
is said to have made from $12,000 to $15,000 
as commissions on hie purchases. Most of 
the sellers were Italians, and it is said that 
upwards of 130 different parcels of land were 
acquired along this route. 


, Growth of the Railway. 


The great raifway system which is now 
able to expend $18,000,000 to $20,000,000 on a 
passenger depot and terminalsin Chicago has 
grown to its present magnitude from the 
humblest beginnings, The parent road of the 
system, the Galena and Chicago Union rail- 
way, chartered on Jan. 10, 1836, and the first 
road constructed im northern Illinois, was 
originally capitalized for but $100,000. Now 
the Northwestern system has over 10.000 
miles of main track, that has cost more 
than $350,000,000, earns $70,000,000 a year, 
and employs more than 40,000 people. 

The charter obtained in 1836 provided for a 
railway “from Galena, in Jo Daviess county, 
Ill., to the. town of Chicago.’’ Chicago was 
then but a little village on the shore of Lake 
Michigan, and the surrounding territory 
was extremely thinly populated. In 18387 
the projected road’s capital was increased 
to $1.000,000, but the panic of that year de~ 
layed the commencement of the work of con- 
struction for ten years. The road was com- 
pleted to Chicago in 1850, and in that year the 
first freight house was erected here. 

In 1857, by the consolidation of two or three 
small lines in the territory contiguous to 
Chicago, the Chicago, St. Paul and Fon du 
Lac railroad company was formed. This 
line, which In June, 1859, was sold: under fore- 
closure, had ite name changed at that time 
to the Chicago and Northweste@n. Five years 
later the Chicago and Northwestern and 
the Galena and Chicago Union, with all the 
subsidary companies they owned or had 
under lease, were merged, and a railway sye- 
tem of 860 miles was formed, under the name 
of the former company. 


Constantly Building Extensions. 


From that time to the present the North- 
western’s growth has been steady. Exten- 
sions have been constantly under construc- 
tion, and a number of smaller lines have 
been acquired. The entire system has been 
put in good physical condition. 

The Northwestern proper now has about 
7,400 miles of main track. To this must be 
added three divisions of the Chicago, St. Paul, 
Minneapolis, and Omaha railway in Wiscon- 
sin, Minnesota, Iowa, and Nebraska, with 
more than 1,600 miles of main track, and 
1,686 miles of proprietary companies, the 
Chippewa Valley and Northwestern railway, 
and the Eau Claire, Chippewa Falls: and 
Northwestern company. 

The remarkable growth. and prosperity of 
the Northwestern in recent years has been 


largely due to the signal ability displayed 


by ite president, Mr. Hughitt. Mr. Hughitt 
has -been continuously conneg@ted with the 
Northwestern for thirty-four years, having 
entered its employ as general superintendent 
in 1872. From 1876 to 1880 he was general 
manager, and from 1880 to 1887 vice president 
and general manager. He was elected presi- 
dent in 1887. He has been president of the 
Chicago, St. Paul, Minneapolis and Omaha, 
a subsidiary line, since 1882.

Gov. Deneen and Col, Frank O. Lowden 
will open the republican state campaign Oct.

Looking Ahead a Year and a Half. 

Gov. Deneen’s wing of the party is mak- 
ing what is practically its first public ap- 
pearance in the state since the convention 
which nominated him, and his peopig are 
looking ahead a year and a half to thé time 
when it will be necessary to canvasg the 
state for the renomination of the present 
governor and for the election of a successor 
to Senator Albert J. Hopkins. 

For this reason the state administration, 
with its control of the state committee and 
its own candidates tn the field for the Novem- 
ber election, is likely to work just as hard 
as if it had reason to believe that the ticket 
was in danger. 

The appearance of Deneen and Lowden 
together on the Mount Carroll platform will 
be a visible token of the “ pacification” of 
a congressional district which has been 
turned upside down in primary fights in the 
last three years. 


League of Offense and Defense. 


In the spring the governor and his former 
opponent for the governorship signed arti- 
cles in a league of offense and defense, and 
since that time the factions in«the district 
have been getting together and now are prac- 
tically united on the administration side of 
the fence. Lowden wanted to go to congress 
and he didn’t want to fight for the nomina- 
tion. eneen had come into the possession of 
the Yates faction which had fought Lowden, 
and the two joined forces. 

It was an illustration gf the shrewd poli- 
tics by which Deneen, who started without 
much more than a shadow of down state 
strength—personally he did not have much 
more than a shadow of it when he was nomi- 
nated—had been acquiring territory outside 
of Cook county. 


Trouble Over Ticket Vacancy. 

In filling a vacancy on the municipal 
ticket the democratic organization has man- 
aged to get in trouble. James Hamilton 
Lewis, now is puzzled with a question 
of ethics and announces himself as ina 
quandery as to proper procedure. When A. J. 
Sabath resigned from the judicial ticket to 
take the congressional nomination in the 
Fifth district some four or five candidates 
presented themselves for the court ticket 
vacancy. Mayor Dunne wanted .the place 
for Ald. Nicholas Finn, who was an unsuc- 
cessful candidate before the municipal con- 
vention. Mr. Lewis had a candidate and 
William Loeffler had a candidate. So did 
Mr. Tansey, he wanting the place for B. J. 
Mahoney, attorney for the civil service com- 
mission. 

Mr. Tansey had his way and Mahoney 
was nominated by the committee. This has 
caused Mr. Lewis much trouble. He fears 
that it is a violation of the ethics of the 
civil service law, if not of its letter, to have 
the attorney of the commission a candidate. 

Inasmuch as he is Mr. Mahoney's “ boss,” 
with power t discharge, he is worried for 
fear a strict administration of his office 
would require him to separate the candidate 
from the pay roll. It is a delicate question 
which might not have arisen if Mr. Mahoney 
had been Mr. Lewis’ candidate. Unfortu- 
nately he was not.

Ivory portrait of Dr. William Bolling, yeare ago 
president of the Philadelphia School of Medicine 
and essociate of Dr. Marion Simms. The miniature 
was set ina heavy gold case. 

‘The men apparently loitered in the vicinity 
of the house until Mrs. Roemheld departed 
in her automobile in the afternoon. Finger 
marks of the thieves were found on the win- 
dow sill, which they grasped as they lowered 
themselves to the top of the porch. 


Jewelry Valued as Heirlooms. 

“ Although the articles taken probably 
would not bring more than $1,000 in. the 
market, I would not have lost them for sev- 
eral times that amount,” said Mrs. Roem- 
held. *‘ Several pieces had been in the family 
for more than 200 years, and I considered 
them priceless. I would rather recover the 
child’s .chain and charm, though, than any 
other piece stolen. Less than ten minutes 
before I left the house I sent a valuable 
Venetian watch out to be repaired. Until 
then it had been part of the collection.” 

Mrs, Roemheld early in the week placed 
many valuable pieces of jewelry and silver 
plate in one of the downtown vaults. She 
had intended taking the jewel case down this

FIGHTING GALE MILES IN AIR. 


Philadelphia Aeronauts Continue Their 
Experiments: While Being Whirled 
Above Clouds by Cyclonic Wind. 


Philadelphia, .Pa.,. Oct. 6.—[Special.]— 
Caught by a tempest above the clouds, Dr. 
Samuel J. Ottinger and Arthur C. Atherholt 
of this city todey fought for life 10,000 feet 
in alr in A. H., Chandiler’s balloon, Initial, 
which finally was brought to Sronne ten 
milés beyond Paterson, N. J. 

The trip broke the balloon.record trom this 
city. But the straightaway distance |trav-. 
eled was nothing compared to the actual 
space traversed, as the balloon was whirled 
and driven milles and miles around by a 
cyclonic gale. 

Despite the terrors that beset them the 
aeronauts did not forget that they were 
making the trip in the interests of science. 
As they clung to the ropes and tried to keep 
thelr brains from reeling they were busy 
testing each other's pulse beats, heart ac- 
tion, and making experiments to add to the 
medical knowledge of the effect of high alti- 
tudes on the human body. Even when tied 
fast to the guy ropes of the balloon they con- 
tinued their tests. 

Besides their physical observations they 
secured data for the United States weather 
bureau, which loaned Dr. Ottinger a number 
of meteorological instruments. 


Rises 20,000 Feet im a Storm, 

Finally in trying to escape the tempest the 
physician poured out ballast and sent the 
balloon to the height of 20,000 feet. But the 
fury of the gale seemed to increase higher 
up than diminish. The basket was sent whir!- 
ing around like a top. 

At last by sheer good luck the balloon de- 
scended outside of Paterson. 

A brisk breeze was blowing at the time of 
the start from the athletic field near the 
Point Breeze gas works. Within €&ve, min- 
utes the balloon was hidden by low lying 
every minute, 
Suddenly the gale became a st a hurri- 
cane, overturning trees and ripping down 
signs, fences, and awnings. 

From reports the aeronauts telephoned 
their friends after their landing the storm 
above the earth was ten times more violent 
than near the surface. 


Ivy Baldwin’s Ship. Explodes. 

Kansas City, Mo., Oct. 6.—[Special.]—The 
bag of an airship belonging to lvy Baldwin, 
an aeronaut, blew up at the Association Ball 
park at 8 o’clock this afternoon. The frame- 
work on. which ‘Baldwin rode was ten feet 
above the ground when the accident oc- 
curred. Baldwin jumped immediately after 
the explosion, His face was burned by the 
blazing gas, bwe-he was otherwise uninjured. 


DESTROYER PREBLE STRIKES

Goes on Rocks Near Santa Barbara, Cal., 
During Dense Fog, but Is Pulled Of 
and Proceeds on Way. 


Santa Barbara, Cal., Oct.*6.—The torpedo 
boat destroyer Preble went on the rocks on 
the coast north of here during a dense fog 
at 8 o'clock last night while going to the aid 
of the stranded stéam schooner Shasta.

Palma May Have to Flee. 


Meantime new trouble looms large on the 
horizon. The revelation that Palma and his 
cabinet appealed to. Washington for Amer- 
ican intervention on Sept. 8—almost.at the 
beginning of the insu ion—has raised a 
storm of bitterness whieh is increasing 
hourly. 

Already Secretary of State O’Farrill has 
fled to the United States, and it is predicted 
on all sides that ex-President Palma will be 
compelled to follow him, 

The newspapers do not spare Palma in their 
criticiem.. a Lucha is especially violent. 
It says today: 

* The revelations of the cablegrams of yes- 
terday removed the cloak which covered the 
hypocrisy of the Palmaadministration. The 
light of truth penetrating the dark room of 
conspiracy reveals that the administration 
was incubating plots and counteracts in vain 
and infamous attempts to prolong its tenure 
in office, where, since the. ist of September, 
scarce ten days after the revolution began, 
the Palma administration.dat and secretiy 
planned to sell their country for a mess of 
pottage.. 

- Says They Are Outcasts. 

“By their own acts they have become out- 
casts in their own country, repulsed as-po- 
litical lepers, and have made ‘themeelves 
edious in Washington official circles. . Inter- 
vention for personal use only was what they 
desired, and it was not to save the country. 
but to save themselves from the results of 
their own viperous policy. It was not to 
protect foreign interests, but their own pri- 
vate interests and persons. 

“The rumbling of approaching retribution 
had struck terror to their craven hearts. 
They did not wish the Cuban people to know 
their plan. This is probably the only time 
they stopped sufficiently long to study the 
will of the people.

Secrets of the Revolt. 

Tt is now here known that on Aug. 4, ten 
days before Pino Guerra's uprising in Pinar 
Gel Rio, Consul General Steinhart visited 
Secretary of State O’Farrill and told him a 

strong revolution wae coming. .O’Farrill 
would not believe it. Consul Steinhart, know- 
ing the plan of the revolutionists for a coup 
d'état in ‘Havane and an attack upon the 
palace, wrote a paragraph for the local papers 
‘which was published. on Aug. 5 announcing 
that two American ships of war were on the 
way to Havana. This had the. effect of post- 
poning the revolutionary move. 

After this, when. the revofution actually 
broke out, Consul ‘Stejmhart advised the 
Cuban government to put a strong guard 
over the Vento waterworks..

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BONAPARTE REPLIES TO THOSE 
WHO CRITICISE A GREAT NAVY. 


Secretary Answers Objectors by Point- 
ing Out That Battleships Are Neces- 
sary as Universities to Nation. 


Atlantic City, N. J., Oct. 6.—More than 2,000 
persons listened to Secretary of. the Navy 
Bonaparte deliver an address tenight on the 
Steel pier, at the organization of a local 
branch of the Navy League of the United 
States. Many naval officers were present, 
including Admiral Coghlan, who also spoke. 
Fred J. Buenzle, chief yeoman, who brought 
suit against a Newport amusement concern 
to test the right of discrimination against the 
uniform of a United States sailor or soldier, 
sat among the commiissioned officers. 

Gen. Horace Porter presided at the meeting. 
After an address of welcome by Mayor Stoy, 
Secretary Bonaparte addressed the assem- 
blage. 

Secretary Bonaparte referred to “ studied 


misrepresentation and systematic calumny . 


against the United States navy."" The secre- 
tary said that although the navy was larger 
than that of any second class power of 
Europe, it was not an ‘‘ immense” or “‘ over- 
grown’ navy, as has been said by some of 
its critics, 

He presented statistics: showing that six 
men out of every 10,000 of population in the 
United States are legally bound to naval 
service in the eyent of war, but in England 
the proportion is a little more than 42 in 
10,000, and in France 47 te 10,000. 

“Not infrequently,"’ said the secretary, 
“the sentiment takes shape in talk to the 
effect that the cost of a battleship would en- 
down a university. <A big nation without 
universities is not a great nation nowadays 
and a big nation without’ battleships {s still 
less of a great nation. Universities have their 
work to do, and battleships have their work 
to do. And, in both casés, this work ts vital 
to great mations. But universities can no 
more do the work of battleships than battle- 
ships can do the work of universities.”’

Rock Island, Ill., Oct. 6.—Mayor G. W.

Way property. The mayor led the police In 
tearing up the tracks of the Burlington and 
Milwaukee roads in this city. 

With six policemen, the mayor was ar- 
rested and held to the grand jury, which dis- 
missed the charges against the policemen, as 
they acted under the mayor’s instructions. 
The charge against the mayor ts a felony in 
Illinois and punishable by imprisonment. Hé

New Clew Involving Marriage of Young

sive one forthe state. Danville was selected 
by State’s Attorney Healy from a list of 
Places acceptable to the defendant and his 
attorney. State's Attorney Keesler of Ver- 
milion county is a personal friend of Assist- 
ant State's Attorney Olson, who has been in- 
volved in the lroquois case ever since its 
inception. Mr. Keesler is said:to be one of 
the most successful prosecutors in Illinois. 


Prosecutor Hero After Lynching. 

Four years ago Mr. Keesler won notoriety 
in the prosecution of lynchers in. race riots. 
Thirteen of them were sent. tothe peniten- 
tlary as a result of the storming of the jail 
at Danville, where a’ negro named Metcalf 
— taken from his cell and burned at the 
stake. 

State's Attorney Healy was in Judge 
Smith's court when Mr. Davis, with Levy 
Mayer, his attorney, appeared in court. 

“Mr. Mayer submitted to mea list of half 
a @ozen counties in which the case could be 
tried and suggested that 1 makea selection,” 
said Mr. Healy. “I have decided on Ver- 
milion county. -Mr. Mayer also is satisfied 
and has agreed to have the case tried there.”’ 


Witnesses Ordered to Appear. 

When ‘State's Attorney. Healy had finished 
his explanation the witmesses were toid to 
stand up and were placed under recognizance 
to appear in the Circuit court at Danville, 
As the date of the trial is not set absolutely 
the witnesses will not go to Danville until 
summoned by the sheriff of Vermilion county. 

Harry Whitlock ts the sheriff at Danville. 
He displayed bravery at the time of the race 
riots .by defending the jail until he was 
beaten senseless. 

More thafi 12,000 affidavits setting forth the 
opinion that Mr. Davis could not secure a fair 
trial in Cook county were obtained by his 
counsel after the return of the indictment 
charging manélaughter. .When the defend- 
ant Was arraigned in court he asked for a 
change of venue. because of sentiment 
against him in Chicago. Arguments to quash 
the indictment have been futile and the 
state’s attorney expects no delay when the 
case goes to trial. 

**T am sgatisfied with the selection of the 
place, for:trial,’’ said Attorney Mayer. ** It is 
immaterial to us where the case is tried so 
long as it is out of Cook county. That is all 
the immediate interest we have in the mat- 
ter.” 


LAVIN’S FATE KNOWN SOON; 
PROPHETS BUSY ON RESULT. 


Attorneys to Finish Arguments Tomor- 
row, Then Commissioners Will De- 
cide—Inspector Not to Resign. 


With the testimony in the Lavin case 
closed, and the arguments of the lawyers 
the only thing between the accured inspector 
and his fate, the city hall prophets were busy 
yesterday picking out Lavin’s successor. 

That Lavin’s chances of exoneration have 
lessened materially durin gthe last two days 
even his friends admit, and he even has been 
urged to resign. The inspector declared he 
would not resign, and his attornéy, Moritz 
Rosenthal, reiterated with some ‘passion 
his contention that no part of the charges 
had been substantiated. Police Attorney 
Comerford said Chief Collins would not allow 
Lavin to resign at this stage.

Chairman Gunther and his colleagues have 
discovered that the task of handling more 
than fifty cars in such a contest le too great 
to insure the affair being & success, so they 
have ruled that not more than half a hundred 
cars can compete in the test ‘he first time 
any attempt has ever been -....« in Chicago 
to limit the size of a field in a motoring 
event. In consequence of this there has been 
an early rush to get on the bookabefore the 
limit is reached. The lists close next Satur- 
day night at 6 o’clock with Charles P. Root 
at 300 Michigan avenue, and it now looks as 
if Mr. Root would have to turn away many 
several days before that time. 


New Formula Selected. 

In making up the formula that will be used 
as a handicap the technical committee of 
the Chicago Motor club, David Beecroft, and 
fF. B. Bdwards has cut away from precedent 
and produced a system entirely different from 
that used in New York last spring and the one 
that took place at Minneapolis a few months 
back. The easterners took the weight, added 
800 pounds for a constant, then multiplied this 
by the quantity of gasoline consumed. The 
Chicago affair wil? be reckoned on a weight 
and gasoline coneumption basis, but division 
will be ueed instead of multiplication. In 
other words, the merit marks will be arrived 
at by dividing the weight of the car with 
lat by the number representing the quantity 
of gasoline consumed in running from Chica- 
go to Cedar lake, the car with the highest 
merit mark being adjudged the winner. In 
this way @ big car will have an even shake 
with @ little runahout. 

The start will be made from in front of the 
headquarters of the Chicago Motor club in 
the New Southern hotel, Thirteenth street 
and Michigan avetiue, at noon Oct. 18. The 
little cars will be seat away first, so that the 
entire field will be in motion by 1 o’elock. 
Before the start the fue} committee will fill 
each tank full of gasoline, noting the quantity 
each takes. At Cedar lake, fifty miles away, 
these tanks will again be filled, and the quan- 
tity of fuel consumed on the trip estimated 
by subtracting the quantity put in at Cedar 
lake from the quantity poured in at Chicago.

Modern American Pilgrims Unveil 

Tablet to Pilgrim Fathers in Old 
Building in Delfshaven, Holland.

DELFSHAVEN, Holland, Oct. 6.—Great 

solemnity marked the unveiling in the old 
reformed church here of the bronze tablet in 
memory of the Pilgrim fathers’ departure 
in the Speedwell 300 years ago. Modern 
American pilgrims, who reached Delfshaven 
shortly before the ceremony, and Hollanders 
who came from Rotterdam and other places 
found upon reaching the quay upon which 
the old church is situated thousands of peo- 
ple lining both sides of the old church, which 
was brilliantly illuminated, 

Five hundred seats in the church had been 
reserved for Americans and. other visitors. 
The pulpli, which was hidden by a painted 
screen covered with eagles and bearing the 
American flag and thé lion from the Dutch 
arms, was decorated on top with the repro- 
duction of an ancient painting repregenting 
Delfshaven at the time the Pilgrim fathers 
departed in the Speedwell. The audience 
listened to an address in the same church in 
which the Pilgrim fathers of yore were ad- 
dressed before starting on their long voyage. 

Dr. Griffis delivered an address describing 
at length the history of pilgrim fathers in 
three countries, dwelling on the place in 
which they resided and where they had visit- 
ed, a8 well as on the relics of the past which 
still miark their existence.

San Marino Observes Inauguration 
with Parade of Its Tiny, Gorgeous 
Army—Has Full Cabinet.

SAN MARINO, Oct. 6.—Two new regents, 

or presidents, of the smallest républic in 
the world were inaugurated on Rue Mon- 
day. 

San Marino has less than 10,000 inhabitants. 
Ita total revenue is only about $60,000 a 
year. yet it has sixty councilors and two 
presidents to keep its affairs In order. 

One president rules the little town perched 
on the top of a rocky hill 8,000 feet above 
the sea, about fifteen miles from the shore of 
the Adriatic. -The other president controls 
the ,remaining territory of the miniature 
state. 

San Marino has its own coinage, though 
most of it ig in the hands of numismatics; 
its own postoffice with handsome stamps, 
and its own army of not less than 900 men. 
having a general staff of sixty officers. There 
are also 4 postmaster general and a compiete 
cabinet Grawing small salaries! » 

So it would seem that nearly every one in 
San Marino has a chance to ocecupy an of- 
ficial position at some time in his life 

The two outgoing and the two incoming 
presidents, in black velvet. court costumes, 
marched from. the palace of the government 
to the church of San Marino, preceded by a 
complete millitary band and a strong draft 
of the tiny republic’s army in gorgeous 
uniforms.

THE. GERMAN-AMERICAN, 

The proposition * to celebrate with an- 
nual gathermgs of ‘Germans the date of 
the first landing of members of that. race 
in America is one which deserves every 
possible encouragement. The 5th of Oc- 
tober may become a red letter day in the 
ealendar of American patriotism. For 
téo much cannot be said in appreciation 
of the contribution made by Germans to 
the.upbuilding of this nation, It is pleas- 
ing to note.the unqualified success of the. 
Chicago . banquet in. honor of the 223d 
anniversary of , their first. coming to the 
colonies. 

“It has heen ‘enly in recent years, that 
“attempts haxe, been. made to emphasize. 
the importance of those stocks other than 
English which . entered into the » “Compo- 
sition, of the American people. The Eng- 
lish “have written most of the ‘histories, 
and, consciously or unconsciously, they 
‘have taken’ to themselyes most. of the 
credit for the development of the nation. 
But-it does not take much investigation 
to discover how’ much was due to minor 
elements, notably the Gerrian, the Scotch- 
Irish, and the Huguenot, for the success 
of. the colonial experiment. And there 
is increasing recognition’ of ‘this through’ 
publication of books: of record of achieve- 
ment. The materia] of’ this sort is far 
more plentiful now. than it-was a decade 
ago. 

Among iilens minor elements the Ger- 
mans played a special part. Many of. 
them were refugees for religion’s sake. 
They came to America for peace and quiet. 
To them government meant, only tyranny, 
and sothey: didnot, seek connection with. 
the ruling forces. of ‘the ¢olonial days, but: 
preferred the quiet: of ‘the: farm.’ Some’ 
counted them poor citizens because they 
were not forward in. matters of state. 
But all goon learned to respect them as 
decent and orderly folk’ who made pro- 
ductive farms in the wilderness, and by 
thabits of economy and thrift made them- 
selves; prosperous members of the com-. 
munity. 

The “ Pennsylvania Dutch, "as the 
Germans were usually called, were often 
ridiculed by ‘ their, English neighbors, . who 
laughed at, their erudities, mocked their 
broken , speech,. and called them dull, and 
slow. But time brought recognition, . and 
Pennsylvania ‘history is marked. by many 
evidences: of the debt the, commonwealth 
owes to. this particular race strain. ‘The 
modern German immigration was quite 
different from that earlier,one. . But the 
same. fatherland sent both groups of set- 


good. They.have .a right to recognition. 
as a powerful. force in American life. The 
plan of having a special day for such 
recognition is one that should find favor 


everywhere. a

year I received a visit from a man of science in the employ of one of * 


the’ largest constracting companies of New York. He made the tour 
of the universities of Hurope before erecting, at the expense of the 
company, a laboratory for research which he intended to install later 
on for the. pi ses of investigation.' It seems that the American 
technicians have a way of making experiments with scientific methods 
in order to expedite and generally improve their processes in the in- 
dustries. This is done by women as well as by men. 


Other countries, like Austria and Switzerland, have. adopted the 


same methods. To this list we may add Russia. This land possesses 
immetise regources, and. the Russians already have applied the scien- 
tific method for éxploiting them. For the perfection of a nation’s in- 
dustries nothing is too insignificant for careful attention, and qualified 
workmen require long training. A. well instructed technical staff is 
indispensable to every works; the.men may be prepared in the schools, 


byt. their work must be learned in the shop itself, for it can be learned 


properly nowhere else. It equally is important that the managers of 
the factory be trained properly and be provided with research labora- 
tories, where trials should be made with an automatic regularity.

One would not have that maddening feeling, 
which one so frequently does have when the shedes of night are falling 
fast, that the day had been “ frittered away.” .Yet I gravely doubt 
whether this wholesale massacre of those petty. J artificialjties would 
bring us appreciably nearer the millennium. 

| For there is one thing, and a thing of fundamental importance, 
which the revolutionists against artificiajities always fail to appreciate, 
anid that jg the necessity andthe value of convention. cannot inva 
paragraph deal effectively with this complex question. I can only point 
to analogous phenomena in the grts. All the arts are a conventional- 
ization, an ordering, of nature. Even in‘a garden you put the plants ip 
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Ambition. in its best: sense prompts a 
man to do his best in accomplishing that thing which he feels he best 
ean do, To the.extent that this man is led away by acquisitiveness 
or other forms of selfishness to attempt: something which is beyond 
him, vanity takes the place of ambition,’ and he enrolls his name 
among the foolish ones of the earth, $ 

Not that there is not pressure of many kinds brought to bear 
upon that one who does not make a study of his limitations. Strong 
presstires may come and opportunity itself may appear to be knocking 
her ofte time at-his door. Every day one may se@ the results of such 
miscohceptions. A judge, wise upon the bench, is called to executive 
position, accepts the.call—and fails. A good citizen of wide acquaint- 
ance and social standing lends his name to the presidency of a finan- 
cial institution—and fails. Or perhaps a man of only socia) attain- 
ments that come of birth and wealth turns to a figld of vain political 
or economic endeavor—and fails.. 

Failure to realize limitations is the common cause of all these. 

There are influences at work today which are leading many a 
young man to believe that striving for the unattainable at the ex- 
pense of that which he may and-shonld attain is a virtue. It is a 
vice, rather; it is ignorance at the least, and ignorance is the mother of 
all viéionsness. Had Darius Green made the successful flight through 
the air, as he anticipated, his name today would have been among 
the great ones’ in.science. He could not recognize his limitations, 
however, and the. despised “ chatterin’, sassy wren, no bigger’n my 
thum/’ still continues to know a good deal “more’n men” of the 
secrets of navigating the upper air. 

‘This necessity for one’s searching for the boundaries of his limi- 
tations and fixing them sanely comes closer home to the average man 


Strong mutual attraction may exist upon brief acquaintance, sim- 
ilarity of tastes and feelings, which may be developed into perfect 
harmony of thought and action, but it never is safe to count upon 
such unison of spirit until it has been tested.

is practically an arctic outfit. Every part of the body 
with the exception of a small hole for eyes and mouth 
must. be protected with thick wool. Otherwise serious 
frost bites would ensue. 

Retarded .plants may be kept in.-check for eight 
months, or at times as iong as a year, and curtously 
enough they do not seem to be any the worse for the 
treatment. Indeed, the experience seems to make them 
grow all the faster when they are allowed to make a 
start. Some varieties grow at a tremendous rate 
when they are brought into heat, and this particularly 
is noticeable in.the case of lilies of the valley. The 
writer as an experiment tested a batch of lily roots 
which had been retarded just to see how fast they 
would grow. These were planted on a certain day and 
in one week had made great progress, being six inches 
in height. More remarkable still, in another week the 
plants were fully out in.a splendid display of leaf and 
fragrant bloom. The whole process only took four- 
teen days from start to finish. Of course, all this 
means an immense saving of time to the flower grower.

Flowers Bloom at Any Time of the Year. 


There is no doubt that plant retardation has a 
great future before it. As the system extends, the 
gardener will be able to turn the seasons topsyturvy 
and produce flowering plants at any time of the year. 
Were it possible to apply this method to fruit trees” 
it is obvious that a tremendous step would have been 
taken. But in this direction there Hes a great diffi- 
culty. It is likely that an apple tree; for instance, 
might be kept from starting into growth in the spring 
and held in a latent state all summer through. Then 
early in the autumn the tree might be placed in a, 
glass house, when it would almost certainly burst into - 
flower and leaf. With the diminished power of the 
sun which is characteristic of the winter months, how- 
ever, the development of fruit would be an impossi- 
bility. No amount of artificial heat would take the 
place of the rays from the solar orb. This applies to 
all fruit bearing plants. 

* * 

Secret of Artificial Sunshine is Being Sought. 

At the present time experiments are being active- 
ly pursued on both sides of the Atlantic to see whether 
it is not possible to discover some light which would 
have the same effect on vegetation as has the sun. 
Séience is familiar with the composition of the solar. 
rays to a large extent and it does not seem an un~- 
reasonable thing to seek for an artificial substitute. 
As a matter of fact, the tays from an acetylene lamp ~ 
have been found to approximate closely to sunlight. 
So much is this so that fairly well developed plants 
have been produced which have never Known the day- 
light, the whole course of their existence having been 
spent under the influence of acetylene light: Still up 
to the present the experiments tend to show that there 
is something in sunlight which has not as yet been 
demonstrated by analysis; some magical influence of 
which human beings are conscious, but which they can- 
not éxplain. The secret ig worth finding out, for arti- 
ficial sunshine in combination with plant retardation 
would place the gardener in a wonderful position.

tinsel Have ‘adeatal Our Plan of Telephones. 


There ig only one feature of Chicago police system 
that rlin has. stolen and ‘perfected, and that is the 


system of police telephones, which ig now better than: 


that of Chicago. 

The day's work at a Berlin statian begins with 
the “ Appell,” at which the lieutenant in charge, ugual- 
ly a man who has held that rank in the army, gives 
instruction in some chosen subject, reads the orders, 
and the reports of the day. It is the same as the Chi- 
cago roll call, except that there seldom are any ab- 
sences—and in Chicago there is no instruction. 

The policeman who, as the Chicago police say, 
“travels beat,” is imstructed to become personally 
acquainted with every person in his district so as to 
know them by sight. One “of his chief duties is re- 
ceiving the reports 6f those who intend to depart or 
securing reports on newcomers. These reports are 
transmitted at once to the station and recorded. Often 
hundreds, even thousands, of these reports will be 
filed at a single station in a day, and they fill huge 
boxes and files. These reports are recorded by a corps

Expense of Registration Is Large. 

The expense of the system is large, and it is claimed 
by English and American police experts that the large 
“expense is scarcely justified by the results, although théy 
admit that in Berlin 99 per cent and over of all big crim- 
inals are caught within a week and 95 per cent are con- 
victed, while approximately 8 per cent of Chicago's 
criminals escape and only about 2 per cent of its mur- 
derers are convicted. 

Perhaps the supporters of the Berlin idea are want- 
ing the support of Chicago women for their plan. They 
call attention to the fact that the police of Berlin in- 
sure good house servants. 

In Berlin the police keep the references of every 
servant. When a servant is hired she must register, 
or her employer must register for her, and when she 
leayes or ts discharged she must bring/her references 
to the police station. Detectives then v#rify them and 
Sive her a “character” to carry to the next employer. 
Britigh experts claim that this system is productive 
of much private spite and venom. 

The station system is the game as that of Chicago. 
There afte two “operators” on the police phones, spe- 
elajly tr rained men who take and send messages. 
Also, there is telegraphic apparatus for sending orders 
op other stations and tg headquarters or to outlying 
cities, 


* F 
Officers Sleep af the Stations. 


Policemen on night dut are permitted to sleep in 
the stations, removing only their coats and shoes, 
ready | if Instant actjon, and in.every station there are 

sleeping quartets for the men when not needed on 
sanite duty. They do not live in: the stations, the 
sleeping rooms being really only test rooms for men 
net needed temporarily. 

In every station in Berlin there is a sergeant spe- 
cially trained for the criminal investigation depart- 
ment and three detectives and every station has its 
detective bureau subordinate to the central criminal 
bureau. 

But what would strike a Chicagoan as strangest 
of all is that there are no police courts and that the 
officer in charge of the station can hold court instant- 
ly, @xcept in cases of grave suspicion and where a” 
crime is committed. 

There are two cells in each station, one for men 
and one for women, and no such thing is known as 
throwing a prisoner “downstairs for the night.” A 
Drisoper never is held in any of the stations more 


THE PRISONER IN HIS CBLL 
than eight hours, for the “Green Car,” which is the 
name Berlin calle the “Blagk Maria,” calis at each 
station four’times a day—at 8 a. m., noon, 8 p. m., 
and 4 a. m-—and removes the prisoners to the central 
bureau. 

The prisoner is taken to central bureau and sub- 
jected to further inquiry before the president of police, 
who always is present at the arrival of prisoners. The 
president really is. the greatest police power in the 
world. He is judge and jury together—but only in 
minor cases. He has the power to fine a prisoner or 
sentence him to. imprisonment. without further heat- 
ing in small cases. The others are held for the regular 
courts, the police superintending the collection of all 
evidence in the case, both for and against the pris- 
oner. 

The president has power to punish all beggars and 


"vagabonds, giving them sentences immediately, ac- 


cording to his own judgment, and their protests are 
of little avail in. comparison with the police registra- 
tion records, which show instantly the whole career 
of the man.

When it is overshadowed by a two million doliar 
legacy, a court reporting business does not seem 4 
great possession. When it employs twenty-five people, 
however, and has an income the mext to the largest, 
if not really the largest, in the city, it is worth con- 
sidering. It is a court reporting business of this size 
of which Mrs. Simon Kruse, formerly Miss Edna Dick- 
erson, i still the owner, and which she built up with-

The ship's sponsor was Miss Rebekah Will- 
tams Gienn, daughter of Gov. Glenn of North 
Carolina. who was present with his staff 
and an escort of prominent North Carolinans. 

The launching was attended by Rear Ad- 
miral Berry, a large number of naval offi- 
cere and several of the officets of the Itallan 
cruiser Fieramosca, 

Following the launching there was a ban- 
quet at the Hotel Warwick to Miss Gienn 
and the launching party. ° 

The North Carolina is advanced about 58 
per cent farther toward, comipletion than any 
other armorcilad at the time of launching. 

Four ten inch breechloading rifies, sixteen 
six inch rifles, and four twenty-one inch 
submerged torpedo tubes make up the main 
battery.

A HINT WORTH TAKING. 


HERE it is hand made and fashioned cleverly, the braid hat better than anything else fills the 
need for a tailor made chapeau. Here are the points for smoothness and evenness, as given the 
other day to the pupils in a millinery clas. One bolt of braid ‘s ample for a hat which prob- 
ably will be chosen in one of the small straight brimmed models with flat square crown. A 
wire frame ts used and the work is easier if one is chosen in which the crown can be taken off 
and covered separately. Instead of covering first with the usual light lawn used in millinery, get 

a crinoline or something a little heavier and stretch this smoothly to conceal the wires, and also make a fold 
or ~ ribbon’ of the crinoline, laying il arour.J the crown of the hat. Ihe whole point ts that the wires 
must not be visible through the braid, which. they will be if an ordinary thin lining is used. 

Begin with the braid by binding the edges of both crown and brim, turning the braid over evenly on 
each side. The braid. then is blind stitched on, work.ng from outside with both crown and brim, and 
drawing up the inner edge so thal it lies flat and fils on perfectly. The beginning is made under that pomt 
Where the trimming is to come. The top of the crown should be made first and the sides afterwards, work- 
ing the braid always with an eye to making the final little scroll of braid which finishes it off come as near 

possible to the middle. The top of the brim also is made first and underneath layers caught m after- 
ward, so that the stitches do not show through. To get the best results both should be pressed lightly 
after the braid is on and before tacking them together. Coque feathers of the same

Mrs. Langtry’s New York début was made 
in the easy task of the mildly tempted and 
placidly escaping woman in.” A Wife's 
Peril,” yet her acting was amateurishly in- 
adequate. As the heroine of ‘** Between the 
Nightfall and the Light,’ a strenuous trag- 
edy named@ from a line In Browning, she is 
facile and eyen thrilling, which shows that 
she has done something else than run horses 
since she slipped that bit of ice down the 
prince of Wales’ back. The play is of her 
own writing, with some guidance by Haddon 
Chambers, and it gives an episode which, she 
says, actually occurred im South Africa. An 
army Officer found out that his wife was 
guilty with his intimate friend, who had a 
fond wife of his own—thée Langtry char- 
acter. The officer tells her of her husband's 
crime and declares that’ the only revenge to 
satisfy his honor, aside from killing him, 
would be to disgrace him similarly—that is, 
to make hie wife equally guilty. An odd 
plot, eh? Yet so well written and acted that 
it doesn’t seem unlikely... There ie a long 
dialogue between this husband and thie wite 
of unfaithful mates, in which the alterna- 
tives of death for the man she loves and life 
for herself with the man she loathees are 
presented grimly. Then her husband comes 
home—she accuses him-—he confesses, but is 
contrite—she forgives him-—but how may she 
save his life and her own honor? Why, by 
putting om his overcoat and going out of the 
house as though trying to escape, so that the 
avenger will mistake her for the object of 
his hatred and shoot her. Tae shot is heard, 
and she staggers back into thé room, scat- 
tering the blood red petale of a rose from her 
mortally wounded bosom. By thie time the 
audience has had ite attention diverted from 
Mre. Langtry as a beauty, as well as from 
the highly modish house gown that she 
wears, by the vital interest of the play and 
her engrossing performance. So the climax, 
although strained for by Mre, Langtry as 
both authoress and actress, is eflective when 
it comes.
